To Time the Units.

In line in the rear of tho high schoolregiments. Dr. Pelzmnn hns been ap-

tion, and ho desires to henr from nil
former cadets who would care to Join

There will bo a special unit of 150
men representing tho building trades
of the District, according to notifica-
tion received by Secretary Columbus
this morning. This organization Is
composed of representatives of the
Builders and Manufacturers' c.

All persons
who desire to enter the exchango con-
tingent aro requested to attend.
